For the above reasons, which might 
be multiplied indefinitely, the Water 
Rights Association of the San Gabriel 
Valley hereby enters its vigorous 
protest against any delay occasioned 
by the importunities of the Los An¬ 
geles Board of Water and Power, or 
any other interest, for part or whole 
of the San Gabriel Dam in which to 
store Colorado River water, or inter¬ 
fere in any way with the control of 
said dam when built, to the detriment 
or inconvenience of the rightful own¬ 
ers of the waters of the San Gabriel 
watershed conserved and stored by it. 

The Water Rights Association of 
the San Gabriel Valley is the only 
organization in Los Angeles County 
covering the territory involved as a 
whole in the construction and opera¬ 
tion of the San Gabriel Dam, and its 
Board of Directors and Executive 
officials are in entire accord and per¬ 
fect unanimity in entering this pro¬ 
test and urging upon the Board of 
Supervisors immediate and definite 
action looking toward the construc¬ 
tion of the San Gabriel Dam where 
it was voted by the electorate and 
according to the strict terms of the 
contract made and ratified May 6, 
1924.

large enough to answer successfully 
the demands of the San Gabriel 
Valley and the City of Los Angeles, 
and other cities that have made or 
will make similar demands, for flood 
control and water conservation.

Third, any dam in the San Gabriel 
Canyon used by Los Angeles as a 
reservoir for Colorado River water 
would not meet with the approval 
of the people of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley, either as a conservation or as a 
floodcontrol measure and, as the wa¬ 
ter users and owners of the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley are alone to be considered, 
because the sole and only owners of 
the property involved, their wishes 
should be regarded as paramount.

A new June sales record was es¬ 
tablished by the Ford Motor com¬ 
pany during the month just passed, 
according to J. M. -Steinberger, local 
Ford dealer.

the Automobile Club of Southern 
California advises that all persons 
operating motor vehicles familiarize 
themselves with the 'details of the 
changes in the Motor Vehicle Act. 
Digests of the new provisions have 
been made by the legal department 
of the Automobile club of Southern 
California. 

Briefly, some of the more impor¬ 
tant changes are as follows: 

Bicycles Must Obey Rules 

A bicycle is deemed a vehicle, mak¬ 
ing the rider subject to the rules of 
the road. 

In applications for registration 
“year built” may be omitted. 

Re-registration may be made on 
white certificate as of January 1st. 
Certificate of ownership (pink certi¬ 
ficate) is valid until transfer of legal 
ownership, and need not be renewed 
annually. 

Existing operator’s licenses are 
valid but new applicants for licenses 
may be subject to examination. 

Licenses may be revoked for man 
slaughter resulting from the opera¬ 
tion of a motor vehicle, or any ser¬ 
ious crime constituting a felony un¬ 
der the California Vehicle Act. 

Weight limit is fixed at 18,000 
pounds on any one axle. 

This applies to all vehicles having 
four or six wheels.

The following article was handed 
in by E. T. Gruit of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Chamber of Commerce. His or¬ 
ganization, like almost everything 
else during vacation time, seems tn 
be gnder financed. Mr. Gruit’s ar¬ 
ticle is in quotations: 

“Our chamber of commerce is 
merely a tool in the hands of pro¬ 
gressive citizens, and it is to the 
active men and women of this city 
who are consolidating their efforts 
that credit must be given for i*s 
success. 

“But to obtain any degree of suc¬ 
cess in carrying out the ideals <f 
the community our chamber of com¬ 
merce must be financed, and its only 
source of income is the membership 
dues. Over one hundred people who 
pledged themselves to the support of 
the chamber are now delinquent in 
the payment of their dues. 

“The chamber of commerce Is plan¬ 
ning, working and achieving worth 
while things for the city as a whole. 
Some of these are forgotten, some 
do not reach the ears of the entire 
community, but the chamber is al¬ 
ways awake, alert and guarding the 
interests of the people. 

“One hears criticism, but is not 
some of this criticism prompted by 
personal aims and desires? Is it 
really for the betterment of the 
community as a whole? 

“The chamber of commerce not 
only requires your membership from 
a financial standpoint, but it must 
have the active interest and the 
brains of all its members, and these 
members should be willing to back 
up their pudgment with actual per¬ 
formance. 

“If your membership dues are now 
payable or are delinquent why not 
mail a check today with any sugges¬ 
tions you may have for the better 
functioning of the chamber of com¬ 
merce ?” 
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Dri ver Test 
Is Required 
\ For License 

(By Will H. Marsh, Chief of the 

State Division of Motor Vehicles) 

On Friday of this week a new law 
will become effective in California 
requiring every applicant for a li¬ 
cense to operate a motor vehicle to 
submit satisfactory evidence of his 
physical and mental fitness to drive. 

The law was sponsored by this div¬ 
ision in the belief that it would as¬ 
sist in driving the incompetent opera¬ 
tor from the highways and thus 
serve in a measure to reduce the 
frightful toll of lives from accidents. 

Questionaire to Be Used 

Under this law the applicant will 
be required to fill out a question- 
aire stating condition of eyesight, 
hearing, whether afflicted with epi¬ 
lepsy, paralysis or insanity. He will 
also be required to state whether he 
has the use of both arms and legs, 
how long he has operated a motor 
vehicle and whether he is able to 
read road signs. 

In addition to this information the 
applicant is required to state age, 
weight, sex, color of eyes and hair 
and whether his license has ever been 
suspended or revoked and if so the 
date and reason. 

Blank questionaires have been pre¬ 
pared by us and may be obtained at 
any division office, any branch of 
the automobile clubs, the captain of 
any traffic officer squad or by ap¬ 
plying by mail directly to Sacra¬ 
mento. 

Statement Under Oath 

The applicant is required to make 
oath to the questionaire before sub¬ 
mitting it to the division before a 
notar. Any employe of the division 
is empowered by the law to take 
such oaths. 

If all questions are not answered 
the application will be returned to 
the sender. If the information re¬ 
ceived is of such character as to 
leave no doubt as to the applicant's 
unfitness to drive we will immediate¬ 
ly reject it. If we are absolutely 
satisfied in every way we will im¬ 
mediately issue a card. 

However, if the information on the 
questionaire leaves us in doubt but 
establishes a possibility that the ap¬ 
plicant would be found able to drive 
after a test we will issue a tempo¬ 
rary permit allowing him to drive for 
30 days if accompanied by a licensed 
operator or chaffeur. 

Driving Tests 

During this 30-day period we will 
designate the time and place for him 
to undergo a test. The tests wher¬ 
ever possible will be conducted by 
our own men and will always be held 
in the county in which the applicart 
lives. We will require nothing in 
this test except that the applica t 
show that he can drive safely. 

No person under 14 years of age 
need apply nor may the division is¬ 
sue chauffeur’s license to any per¬ 
son under 18. 

The law expressly forbids the is¬ 
suance of a license to any insane or 
feeble minded person, any imbecile, 
habitual drunkard or narcotic addict, 
or any person who by reason of a 
physical disability is unable to pro¬ 
perly control a motor vehicle. 

Present Licenses Good 

It is well to remember that this 
law applies only to new applicants. 
Those with licenses already will not 
come within its provisions except 
that on one verified complaint the 
division may require any operator 
now licensed to appear and show 
cause why his license should not be 
revoked. We may thus demand a 
practical driving test from such 
operator to determine his fitness to 
drive. 

No charge is made for operators 
licenses but chauffeurs are required 
to pay $2 annually. 

Operators licenses need not be re¬ 
newed annually; they are good until 
revoked. 

It is our intention to enforce this 
law impartially but we will make no 
unusual demands on any person. If 
a one-legged man can demonstrate his 
ability to drive as well as a two- 
legged man he will be given a li¬ 
cense. 

In conclusion, it is well to remem¬ 
ber that every person who drives a 
car on the public highways must 
have a license. The fact that the 
owner of the family car has one •<- 
not enough. Everyone driving it 
must have one and the license mu. t 
be carried so that it can be produced 
at all times. The license must be 
signed by its owner.
